Honan through Shensi, This 
army reached Sianfu and the 
siege of that city was raised on 
November 2, after six months of| 
horrible sufferings by those in-| 
side its walls. The year ended 
with the Kuominchun in occupa- 
tion of Mongolia, Kansu and 
[Shensi and with preparations for| 
fa movement into Honan. 

The affairs of the Fengchun| 
have already been discussed in 
detail. Mention ‘need only be 
made that on August 25, Marshal 
Chang Tso-lin confiscated the| 
railwey flotilla of the Chinese 
Eastern Railway for the use of 
his army. This naturally started| 
further. conferences between 
Mukden and the representatives 
of Soviet Russia; which ended 
lyithout result. On December 2, 
[Marshal ‘Chang Tso-lin assumed! 
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kow Pass, where the Kuominchun| 


command of the Ankuochun, with’ 
Marshals Sun Chuan-fang ‘and, 
Chang Chung-chang . as 
‘Commanders. ‘The purpose of 
this army was to fight Bolshevism 
in. China and the. Kiomintang 
and the Kuominchun as the re 
presentatives of Communist in- 
fluence. On December 27 Mat- 
shal Chang arrived in Peking, 
‘where he dominated the Govern- 
ment at the end'of the year. 

On June-22, Dr. W. W. Yen 

resigned as Premier and Admiral - 
‘Ta Hsih-kuei accepted the post, 
‘This arrangement lasted until 
October 1, when Dr. Wellingtor 
Koo became Premier. . 
Peking Government played 
‘small part in the internal affairs 
‘of China, these changes were rot 
regarded as very’ important. 

Shansi, which during the first 
18 years of the Republic, hi 
yemained neutral in the variout 
wars, was forced into the conflict 
by Marshal Feng Yu-hsiang. By 
January 10, reports were coming 
from Shansi that General Yen 
Shih-shan was converting the 
province into a military power 
and on March 8, Shansi' entered 
upon the war against the Kuo- 
minchun ‘and has since been 
allied to Marshal Chang Tso-lin, 
Tue year 1926 opened with 
high hopes for the solution of 
many of China's outstanding 
foreign problems. ‘The Extrater- 
ritoriality Commission held its 
first meeting on January 10, Mr. 
Silas Strawn, an American, was 
elected Chairman of the Commis 
ion; Mr, Ma Chun-wu, Minister 
of Justice, Honorary ‘Chairman 
fand Judge Hsu, Wei-tsun, Secre- 
tary. On January 16, a resolu- 
tion passed by the New, York 
State Chamber of Commerce with 
regard to China was locall 
‘published, This resolution stated 
that “Chinese interests will b 
served best and order moro 
quickly restored by the mainten- 
‘ance intact of all covenants now, 
in force until the people of China 
havo demonstrated, thols. ablit. i 
> establish and wainthin order 
in the country.” On January 26, 
‘the Japanese Government noti- 
fied the Chinese Government that 
it was prepared to begin negotia- 
tions of a tariff treaty contain- 
ing provisions for reciprocity. 
While the Tariff Conferenos 
was still in session, the Peking 
Government imposed an illegal 
tobacco tax which was’ breach 
fof the treaties. “Mr: MueMurray, 
the American Minister .on Feb- 
ruary 4, addressed "a “sharp 
protest to the Waichisopu on the 
subject. On the 15th, Mx, Saburi 
of the Japanese tariff deleg 
‘tion, returned to Peking. from 
Tokyo and it was underétood that 
he carried instructions from hi 
Government to support the i 
terim surtax proposals, On 
February 11, the British Govern- 
ment announced that they had 
appointed Dr. Hu Haih, Dr. V.

‘The Tariff Conference Goes 


Reference has “already been 
made to the Taku Incident, On 
March 1th, the Powers issued 
an ultimatum to the Peking 
Government and on the 18th, a 
satisfactory reply was given: 
hostilities within the channel 
were discontinued; mines were 
removed and navigation .safe- 
guards were restored, During 
March and April, the Tariff Con 
ference seemed to disappear, 
Chinese members were forced to 
take refuge as the opposing 
political factions entered Peking. 
The chairman, Dr. C. 'T. Wang 
took refuge in the British Con- 
cession in Tientsin. On May 6 
Colonel Sidney Peel, a Britia 
delegate announced that he wat 
returning to England to consult 
the Government. -On June 8 
‘Lord Willingdon left for England: 
to. file his report. and to accept 
his new post of Governor Gem 
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eral of Canada. On the 26th, 
‘Mr. Silas Strawn announced that] 
he ‘would remain in Peking to| 
‘wait’ for a Chinese Government! 
.0 be formed that he might con- 
finue the Tariff Conference. On 
‘Tune 29, the Waichiaopu notified| 
the Belgian Government that it 
desited a revision of the Belgian 
treaty. of 1865, : 

On July 2, Admiral Tsai Ting- 
kan, who had been holding the 
fort at the Tariff Conference re-| 
signed, but no one accepted his. 
resignation. On the following 
day, HB. M. Minister, Sir 
Ronald Macleay issued a state- 
ment to the effect that the Bri- 
tish Government still hoped to 
implement the Washington trea-| 
ties with the least. possible delay; 
that they were only waiting for 
the Chinese to assume their res- 
ponsibilities in the matter. But| 
by the 8th, Dr. C, T. Wang had 

signed from all his pésitions in 
Peking and Mr. Hioki, the head 
of the Japanese delegation had 
returned to Tokyo. On July 16, 
a new Tariff revision Commission 
‘was appointed by the Peking] 
Government; to this appointment 
Canton protested with emphasis, 
objecting to the resumption of 
the Conference. An informal

Rendition of Mixed Court 

On December 23, Sir Miles! 
Lampson arrived in Peking and 
two later the British Me-| 
morandum to China was pub- 
lished, providing, unconditional 
grant of surtaxes, more liberal 
view of the treaties, modification| 
and revision of the treaties as 
‘soon as possible. On December| 
128, th Diplomatic Body approved 
fof the rendition of the Shanghai 
Mixed Court on January 1, 1927. 

‘The Strikes 


‘The year 1925 was important] 
from the labour standpoint more| 
because “it marked a furth 
development of the labour unions: 
than because of any outstanding 
economic strikes. The political 
strikes of that year brought to 
Jabour largé economic gains, 
which perhaps explains in some 
measure the continuance of| 
economic strikes, labour being 
restless throughout the year. 
‘The very first day of the year, a 
short strike took place in one of| 
the Naigai Wata Kaisha mills, 
700 workers being out. In Swa 
tow, the labour troubles were a 
product of the constant quarrel! 
throughout Nationalist territory 
between the Kuomintang and the 
c. P. (Communist Party of 
China.) C, P. adherents on

Ting closed.the Seamen's Union 
but on November 17, that union 
called a strike in the China Mer- 
chants Steam Navigation Com- 
pany for political purposes, to 
protest against the use of the 
ships for military purposes by 
Marshal Sun Chuan-fang, On 
November 23, the postal strike 
commenced in Wuchang. This 
is the beginning of a dictatorship 
‘of the proletariat in Hupeh, Hu- 
nan and Kiangsi, the details of 
which will have to be recorded 
during 1927 rather than in the 
year under review, They com-| 
menced in November and by 
December had combined with the 
anti-Christian movement, which 
hhas‘aiready been described under| 
the activities of the Kuomintang 
in Hankow. In Hankow, events 
reproduced themselves -as they’ 
had occurred in Canton:

ployees and others who actually 
wish to leave their work 
tically negligible, Terrorism, as 
always, has brought them out of 
the “shops” and the only retort 
to that weapon is to convince the 
workers, on the one hand, that 
it decidedly will not pay’ them 
to ‘down tools” without just 
cause, on the other, that "the 
Council are fully able to protect 
them against violence. We have 
nothing to say against striking 
for good and reasonable econ- 
omic cause, But the political 
strike is open rebellion which 
should be dealt with promptly 
and unsparingly. 

It cannot be thought that the 
Council would be acting wisely 
or for the interests of the whole 
community, Chinese and foreign, 
in merely waiting on events and 
dealing with them as they arise. 
The issue has already been made 
so very clear, that no practicable 
measure to’ stop terrorization 
should be omitted. A highly 
necessary part of such measures 
would be the posting throughout 
the Settlement of notices warn- 
ing the public that any’ gather- 
ing of more than twenty’ people 
will be at once dispersed, With 
this, too, every effort should be 
made to arrest all persons known 
to be inciting disorder 
if not all of them are” known 
quite well and although they are 
slippery people, not likely to be 
eaught in a body anywhere, it 
will be very bad luck, or bad 
management, if they cannot be 
captured in detail. Besides these 
gentry, there are certain well- 
known’ politicians, whose intri- 
ues against the peace and wel- 
fare of the Shanghai district are 
notorious and who might ‘also 
well be put under detention. To 
‘do this would be no more than 
to fulfil the declared policy of 
Shanghai to remain neutral in 
respect of China's civil wars and 
not to allow the Settlement to 
be used as an asylum by mis- 

f-mak As for the 
workers, an impression pre~ 
vails that they will be drift- 
ing back to work in a day 
lor two. Surely it would be very 
bad policy to allow them to do 
so until they have given binding 
arsurances that they will not re- 
peut this week-end’s exploit, with 
the alternative before them of 
a lock-out being declared, This 
is, of course, a question for the 
employers and they can only take 
such a course if they all stand 
together. But it is for them to 
consider seriously whether tem- 
porary loss is not preferable to 
he uncertain and anxious con- 
ditions which have 60 long pre- 
vailed. 
Tt will be objected in 
quarters that the policy here 
loutlined is too drastic and ex- 
plosive for the present delicate 
state of the political atmosphere. 
‘The answer to that is that the 
Jatmosphere’s quality will not be- 
come less critical through irre- 
solution. The same objection, 
‘with slight variations, has been 
raised at every whisper of re- 
solute action any time these two 
years past, and we see the re- 
sult to-day. No more glaring 
jexample than these years could 
be found of the fruits of weak- 
ness among the Powers, division 
among diplomats, timidity by the 
Council.

Impasse at Post Office

of a bei the order was not. 
Jearried out at once. The pickets| 
carried a bamboo staff and wore 1. 
red arm-band, on which was inscribed 
fcharacters representing “Welcome 
Chiang Kai-shek” (the commander- 
s-chief of the Nationalist Armies). 
The senior and clerical staff 
lappeared for duty as usual on 
Saturday morning but, finding that 
there was nothing to do, they left. 
The Commissioner, Mr. C,H. 
Shields, was permitted to go frov 
place to place with perfect freedom, 
although. several pickets remained 
cutside his office doors. Mr. Shields, 
ft is understood, refused an offer 
from the Municipal Police to enter 
the building to eject the pickets, who 
dared all and sundry to come ani 
drive them out, 

‘Yesterday, the bul 
1a very deserted appearanc 
standing inside the gates and police 
‘stending about the roads outside. 
"There was no display of violence; om 
the contrary, both strikers and 
pickets appecred to make a point 
lof being polite, the latter express 
ing thoir regret at, what was taking 
place but, they aaid, they could do| 
nothing cise in the circumstances as 
they had no option but to obey the: 
jorders of the General Labour Union. 

On Saturday, the police held up| 
ja couple of delivery vans and, hid. 
jden among bags of mail, were found 
hundreds of bamboo and wooden 
staves, such as those used by Boy 
Scouts. These were apparently in- 
tended for the strikers but they did 
not reach their destination as the 
police confiscated them.

Position of Poblie Utilities 

One of the first signs of 
attempted general strike was to 
fourd in the French Concession on 
Saterday merning. The French 
tramways are run by the same com~ 
pany which controls the buses and 
lecteie light and water supply,.and 
there was a general stoppage on 
Scturday morning. Tt was reported 
that certain houses in the Concession 
feund themselves short of water at} 
Jone. time, but this feature was 
averted Inter on. 

Fellowing upon this strike the 
tremwaymen of the Foreign Settle- 
ment struck, As usual the trouble 
‘began amonget, and was maintained 
by, the workshop staff at the eastern 
depot, Evidently in possession of| 
detailed orders from headquarters, 
thefe men, on coming on duty in 
the early hours of Saturday morn. 

'g, not only refused to work, but 
showed a determination to prevent 
any others carrying on. 

‘The traffic men, with whom the 
company very seldom has had any’ 
real trouble, were quite prepared ‘9 
work and the usual service was 
lcorimenced. However, the mainten- 
‘ance staff were determined that tn 
service should be held up. Egged 
on by section leaders, by their union 
officials and by others identified as| 
professional agitators apparently 
holding roving commissions to make 
trouble wherever possible, they. first 
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‘and then tamed their attention to 
the traffic men, 

“crams on the eastern and northern 
reutes were held up and several 
feturned to the sheds. After a 
‘while, more forcible measures were 
‘adopted, Trams were boarded by 
gangs of rowdies, who, if their 
presence did not suffice to intimidate 
the drivers and conductors, did not 
hhesitage to use foree to turn the 
loyal men off the cars, and many 
sere vigorously belaboured. In-some 
eases a miscellaneous collection of 
missiles was rained on the cars, but 
the damage resulting was surpris- 
ingly small and it was stated yester~ 
day that only one car was seriously 
dimaged, though several require 
minor repairs before they again car 
be put to service. 

In these cixcumstances, it was not 
very long before the whole service 
Deyond the Soockow Creck was dis- 
continued, Meanwhile, matters 
generally were peaceful in the 
‘Western District, but, once they had 
gained thelr object ‘elsowhere, the 
disorderly element turned their at~ 
tention to the dther trams, and for 
this purpose they were re-inforeed 
by several pickets identified as com. 
ing from the French Concession and 
Nantao, Recognizing the _hope- 
lessness of the situation, the men 
still at work capitulated ‘and early 
in the afternoon the entire service 
of tramears and railless buses was 
suspended. As on the other side of 
the ereek, there were several in 
stances in the western district of 
the rowdies actually carrying out 
their threats to use force and both 
tramway employees and passengers 
jwere manhandled, in most eases be- 
Ing rescued by the police, but it was

sung Districts, yesterday issued a 
proclamation notifying the public 
that he has decided to cancel his 
previous orders for the execution of 
persons found delivering publ 

/speeches,” distributing leaflets, in 
postession of inflammatory  litera- 
ture, and of a suspicious character. 

Gen, Li, jn his proclamation, says 
that he is touched by the numerous] 
exeutions performed by his sud- 
ordinates, who were prompted to| 
take such action in view of his 
‘orders to execute on the spot, with 
‘out question and without” trial. 
‘This order has now been rescinded) 
‘and all are requested to go about 
their duties as usual and withoxt| 
fear. 

Even before the proclamation| 
was gent out by the General Labour'| 
Union, it wuo well ascertained that| 
there was little hope of keeping the 
workers out’ very mach longer. 
Following the general return to 
work of the previous day, thousands| 
more drifted back when the mills! 
opened yesterday morning. On an 
average “of half the shift in 
practically all of the cotton mills} 
had veturned,- while in many of 
these the entire staffs went back.

of certain American writers to:

‘That Washington was a great 
soldier is now generally realized by 
those who have made a technical 
study of his military campaigns, 
said Dr, Pott, who explained that 
Frederick the Great had testified to 
Washington's ability as a military 
commander. *

From the standpoint of Washing- 











j|ton’s greatness in times of peace, 


Dr, Pott called attention to the 
fact that he had assisted materially: 
the dra! ‘of the American 
Jeonstitution and had been elected 
twice as president of the United 
|States, in each ease the choice having 
been made unanimously. He had 
stood faithfully by the ship of state 
‘through the most critica? period of 
American history when the early 
colonies were jeaious and distrust 
ful of one another and when, upon 
many oceai appeared’ that 
the new nation was on the point of 
treaking up. = 

However, in Dr. Pott’s opinion, 
Washington's exalted place in the 
hearts of all Americans is due to 
his high moral character. He was 
trully patriotic and the element of 
self-seeking seemed to be entirely 

‘bsent from his make-up. During 
his entire service with the Colonial 
army and as President he never 
reeaived a cent of salary and only 
Jaccepted from the Government suff- 
cient to cover his legitimate ex- 
penses. Among his papers which 

‘are several 
account books which show that: 
ington was most strict in his 
istration of funds and that no 
‘one has ever been able to find a 
ingle inditation of _ suspicion 
attached to Washington's conduct. 
of the financial side of his activities 
either as a general or as an 
executive. 

‘Another element character’

was the fact that Washington never 
lappointed a relative or personal 
{friend to public office. Much of his 
success as an administrator was due 
to the fact that Washington always

{in the forefront of the battle line.

Washington showed his greatness, 
Jwas inthe matter of criticism, 
[stated Dr, Pott, who called attentio 
to the fact that Washington wi 
loften subjected to the worst sort of 
feritieism, but, despite this, he al- 
ways followed a course which he 
Jconsidered to be right, In one parti- 
Jeular ease when Washington signed 
the first commercial treaty with! 
Great Britain, he was severely ¢ri- 
leicized on the grounds that he had 
permitted Great Britain to have 
The better part of the bargain, But, 
despite tbe criticism and ridicule, 
[Washington did what he thought| 
was best for his country, thus} 
[showing his real patriotism.

During his te as general secre- 
Jary, Mr, Tso was responsible for 
some fine work, The boys depart- 
nent of the Assi was built, 
money havieg been raised for the 
purchase of land and the building 
by Mr. Tsao, with the assistance of 
the International Committee of 
Y.M.C.A‘s in New York. He was 
Ja very able administrator and, while 
hhe cartied out his duties ina very 
strict mazner and always demanded 
strict discipline, won the respect 
affection of both the staff and mem 
bers nf the Association. During Mi 
HTaao's administration, the member- 
ship of the Y.M.C.A. ranked amoni 
{ths sixth largest in the whole world. 
In the autumn of 1922, Mr. Tsao 
resigned on account of illness and he 
went at once to Peking to recuper- 
late. ‘There, on the recommendation 
of Dr W. W. Yen, who was then 
Premier acd Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, Mr, Tsao was appointed 
general manager of the Central 
Government Hospital. Upon his 
resignation here, he was appointed 
fuoucrary general secretary of tl 
Assciation and Mr. C. G. Hob, 
physical director of the Association, 
‘who was a captain and officer in 
lckarge of the Chinese Co., S.V.C., 
]was elected to succeed him. Later 
Mr. Tsao was made advisory general 
secretary and, upon his return to 
Shanghai last year, becante hon. 
adviser in the Association. This 
position he held at the time of his 
demise.

‘A coolie was sentenced to 18 
months’ imprisonment by Judge 
‘Chiu, in the Provisional Court, when 
he appeared on charges of burglary 
ind returning to the Settlement, 
after an order kad been made by 
the former Mixed Court for his ex- 
pulsion from the Settlement. ‘The 
Judge declined to deal with the 
Jeharge of returning but Dr. Ramon- 
i Senior Consul’s Deputy, 
ho was. strongly 
if the former orders 
for expulsion were not enforced by 
the Chinese Judges, and, if new 
orders were not issued in new c: 
criminals inthe Settlement would 
nerease in a very dangerous way 
‘and Chinese property, Chinese shop. 
‘owners, Chinese banks, Chinese 
mevehants and rich Chinese would 
sulfer and would be exposed every 
day to a terrible-danger to their 
property and - their lives. The 
Senior Consul’s Deputy said that, 
‘secording to the agreement for the 
rendition of the former Mixed Court, 
clearly stated that all 
former judgments were valid and, 
in consequence, they must be en- 
forced by the ‘present Court. In 
this case, accused having been ex- 
pelled by the former Court, he 
should be re-expelled, 

When Judge Li granted bail to a 
coolio who was charged with the 
theft of a basket of charcoal, in 
order that the caze could be heard 
by the Japanese Consular offical, 
Mr. A. J. Martin, the Senior Con- 
sul's Deputy, objected and marked 
‘on the charge sheet that the-accus- 
ed had been bailed out for $10. “I 
have,” the objection read, “protest. 
ed to the. Judge against his deci- 
sion to bail accused out as the 
Court is not competent to try the 
case. The complainant. being 
Japanese, the case should bo tried 
before a Japanese Consular official.

‘Witness was "not 
sure if. the: bullet had caused death 
Vecause he had only condueled an} 
external’ examination. He could| 

‘orm any opinien as to the 
mee at which the bullet was| 
discharged and he could not tell 
whethor deceased died instantanc- 
ously or later. In-his opinion 
Geath had oceurrad between 2.30 
and 4.30 c’elock or even earlier. 
When the body was examined, it 
was cold and etiff. ‘Thero was 
an abcence of burniug round the 
wound. ‘There might be two 
reazone for this. The bullet may 
wave been fired some little way 
away and even then a bullet 
so small a calibre would not cause 
any burning effect 

Dr. Anning, of the Publié Health 
Department, who conducted the| 
autopsy, said that death resulted 
from the Inceration inthe “ekull 
fand brain, Tt was caused: by a 
ballet shot from the left. to right.

At 7 am, on the 1th 
instant, a report was received at 
Bubbling Well police station that 
‘a foreign woman was dead in a 
creck. .He went to the place and 
found Dr. Gauntlett there, Wit 
ness saw the body lying on the 
slope of the creek, which was 
Uetwoen 10 and 12 feet, deep, ‘The 
body was fully dressed and deceas 
ed had a ‘far clonk on, partly 
fastened over her head, and also a 
Black sill, evoning dress, _ silk 
stockings and silyer coloured shoes,

Examples of Destruction 
It was fortunate for me that my 
visit to Chowkiakow coincided with 
that of the Rev. Edward G. Bevis 
of the China Inland Mission, who 
arrived from Chenchow on the same 
day that I reached Chowkiakow to 
investigate the extent of damage 
and destitution on behalf of the 
International Famine Relief com- 
mittee, and I was able to get from 
him much valuable and absolutely 
authentic information, The local 
Chamber of Commerce, (or what 
was left of it), were then making 
a systematic fnventory, premises 
by premises, of the damage sustain- 
ced, and specie and valuables secured 
by the bandits, ‘The work was not 
yet complete, but they then estimat 
ed that, when the figures were all in, 
the loss in money and goods would 
total between cight and ten millions 
of dollars, out of which, as a rough 
guess, the bandits had actually car- 
ried off and realized between one

we can only judge by deeds; it is 
‘nly ‘by their fruits’ that we know 
them.’ We are given to understand 
that it is the extremists of the “left 
wing” who are at present in con- 
trol of the movement. ‘Then let our 
words be directed to those who art 
vesponsible, whoever they may be. 
Judging however, by the utterances

Curling Short Hair, 


Some heads positively need ithe
